LONDON, Mar. 21. (Bulletin.)—Field Marshal Haig’s report from British 
headquarters in France describes the German offensive as comprising an intense 
bombardment by the artillery fire and a powerful infantry attack on a front of 
over 50 miles. Some of the British positions were penetrated by the Germans, but 
the enemy’s losses were exceptionally heavy. 

On no part of the long front of the attack did the Germans attain their objec- 
tive. The text of the statement reads: 

“At about eight this morning, after an intense bombardment of both high 
explosives and gas shells on our forward positions and back areas, powerful infan- 
try attacks were launched by the enemy on a front of over 50 miles, extending 
from the Oise in the neighborhood of La Fere to the Zense river, about Croiselles. 

“A hostile artillery demonstration has taken place on a wide front north of La 

Basse Canal and in the Ypres sector.

SESSION WITH 
PRIVATE BILLS 


Premier Explains Absence of Sir 
Thomas White—Boivin 
Deputy 


OTTAWA, March 21,—Business was 
advanced with a rush Jn parliament 
today. Although the house was in ses- 
sion leas than four hours, an adjourn- 
ment being taken before 9 o'clock In 
the evening, over a dozen resolutions 
and bills were dealt with. Several of 
them were moved by private members 
Whnho the private members got through 
with their Innings, the ministers took 


up practically every government reso- | 


lution on the order paper, These were 
adopted, and bills based thereon in- 
troduced and given a first reading. 

When the house met Sir 
Borden made his promised statement 
in regard to the long absence from 
the capital of Sir Thomas White, min- 
ister of finance. Briefly stated, it was 
that owing to the impairment of his 
health, he had agreed, on the sollel- 
tation of the prime minister, to go 
away for a long holiday. Sir Robert 
remarked that Sir Thomas would 
greatly “desire to be relieved from his 
present responsibilities, but on the 
other hand, he finds himself contront- 
ed with the duty of remaining at his 
post, if at all possible, until the epn- 
clusion of the war.” 

Sir Robert added that he was in cor- 
respondence with Sir Thomas and 
promised a further statement after 
the Easter holiday. 

Resolutions moved by private mem- 
bers included one by J. H. Burnham, 
favoring a revision of rural mail con- 
tracts, because of increased prices, 
which was withdrawn after some dis- 
cussion. 


Hon. W. 8. Fielding made his firet | 


speech on this resolution and was 
generously applauded, 

There was a discussion on separa- 
tion allowance for soldiers’ depend- 
ents based upon a resolution moved 
by Mr. Burnham and it was generally 
agreed that this was a question which 
would be taken up and threshed out 
in the house, 

Before government business was 
taken up, George H. Boivin, Liberal 
member for Shefford, was elected dep- 
uty speaker of the house. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier expressed his regret that the 
government had not among its sup- 
porters more members who speak 
French. He did not oppose the ap- 
pointment because it could not be re- 


garded as a political gift, but rather as! 
the | 


a recognition from the house of 
ability of the member of the opposi- 
tion. 

The only discordant note was voiced 
by Col J. A. Currie, who declared that

OVERRUNNING UKRAINE 
BERLIN, March 20 (Via London),

the Teutonic forces in the Ukraine 
reads: “In the eastern’ Ukraine, 
Wurttemberg troops advanced {n or- 
der to clear the railroad leading from 
Olevopol to the northeast, and fought 
with and drove back strong bands 
near Novo, Ukrainia.”

Practically All of Sixteen Million 
Dollar Production is From 
Coal Mines 


Total production of mineral pro- 
ducts in Alberta during 1917 amount- 
ed to $16,426,154, ag against $13,297,- 
548 in 1916. The inerease in 23.53 
per cent. and means that Alberta pro- 
duced 8.15 per cent. of the mineral 
wealth of Canada, Ontario is easily 
first with 46.02 per cent. British Co- 


lumbia comes next with 18.74 per 
jcent.; Noya Scotia 13.18 per cent., 
Quebec 8.87 and Alberta fifth with 
8.51 per cent, 


Practically ail of the Alberta out- 
put of minerals is coal. Of the $16,- 
426,164 worth of mineral output for 
the year, $14,197,756 was coal. 

The remainder would seem to have 
been wuste and marketable’ slack 
from the coal- product, coke and 
!etroleum. It is noticeable that in 
Ontario 875,014 tong of coke 
made from tmported coal, while the 
amount of coke manufactured in Al- 
berta wag 31,186 tons, a decrease of 
11,352 tons from the year previous. 
This decrease in Alberta was no doubt 
due to lack of market, while the On- 
tario firms were importing coal to 
hurn in the coke ovens. 

Returns to the Dominion mines de- 
partment from the Alberta crude oil! 
refineries showed a production of 
about $12,000 gallong of gasoline and 
other refined oils, 

In the report of the salt products 
for the Dominion it is noted that the 
exports for 1917 were 8,648 tons, val-

The report of the committee, as 
approved by the board, will now be

tallg of this latter scheme were not 
fully figured out, when Dr, Wright! 
stated that the Grand hotel property 
was for sale at what was considered 
a bargain price, which was within, 
and even less, than the suggested cost 
of a new building erected and equip- 
ped by the units for a rural hospital. 

The Edmonton hospital board were 
thanked for the information and the 
spirit of hearty co-operation they had 
extended towards the rural Qepresen- 
tatives, and the joint meeting ad- 
fourned. 

Most of the rural representatives, 
however, under the guidance of Dr. 
Wright, vistied the Grand hotel ati fa 
orty and critically inspected the build- 
ing from top to bottom and conversed 
with the owner in regard to the 
proposition. 

After the conclusion of the inspec- 
tion, it was apparently the unanimous 
opinion of all the rural representa- 
tives present that it appeared to be 
the best proposition yet considered. 
Its location was convenient and the 
building apeared to be easily adapt- 
ed to use as a hospital. 

Though an _ absolutely fire-proof 
bullding, such as the Royal Alexandra 
hospital, appeared to be beyond the 
means of the rural districts, yet the

against the front of his highly soiled 
coat, 

A little “inside stuff” was also aired 
by several of the indignant grocers. 
It appears that they are paying nine 
cents for an unwrapped loaf and I 
Ing it for ten, The one-cent differ- 
ence is not profit, they aver, for it 
costs almost that much to wrap a loaf 
with brown wre ping paper and 
string, both of which have nereased

Law Committee Passes Eleven of Some Sixty Amendments 


to Edmonton Charter—Work Will be Resumed by the 
Committee on Friday Morning. 


Eleven clauses out of some sixty of 
the bill to amenu the Edmonton char- 
ter were dealt with by the Minicipal 
Law Committee of the Legislature on 
Thursday morning. The committee 
will resume its work on the bill at 10 
o'clock on Friday morning. 

The clauses considered by the com- 
mittee but which have yet to go be- 
fore the house for confirmation, con- 
tain the following main points: 

Six months residential qualifica- 
tion to secure municipal vote. 

Registration offices to remain open 
from June 1st to Auguet 81st. 

All taxpayers, whether land, in- 
come or businese, once registered, to 
remain on electors’ list so long as they 
remain on the tax rolls. A wite's 
qualification as a taxpayer are euffi- 
cient to place her husband on the list 
as an elector. 

All applications to be placed on the 
lst of electors must in the firat in- 
stance be personal. In the case of 
non-taxpayers they must make per- 
sonal application each year for regis- 
tration. A husband cannot register 
for his wife, she must make personel 
application to register, but once on 
will stay there all the time that she 
er her husband ie a taxpayer.

In dealing with these amendments 
the Hon. iMrid Gariepy eaid that 
one point was to endeavor to make 
them ae uniform aes possible in the 
different cities.

A bill ‘before the 
yroposes to deal generally with 
he question of the construction 
and maintenance of For 
this purpose roadways are classi- 
fied as follows: Main highways, 
listrict highways and local high- 
vays. Main highways are declar- 
ed to be such as the minister of 
ublic works deems to be of prime 
importance, either by reason of 
being trunk channels of commun- 
ication between the more import- 
ant cities and towns, or for other 
good reasons. Distriet highways 
hall be those which the minister 
considers ‘‘of less general import- 
lance, but of considerable local im- 
portance.’’ All other roads are 
classed as local highways. The 
plan is ‘that that minister shall

existing route of each main and 
district highway throughout each 
area through which it passes or is 
intended to pass. After the estab- 


lishment, by order-in-council of 
any main or district highway, 
the fact of its establishment 


shall be published in the Alberta 


Gazette: Provision is made for ap- ; 


portioning the cost of construct- 
ing and maintaining highways be- 
tween the department of public 
works and the districts through 
which the highway runs, the min- 
ister being given power to assess 
part of the cost of maintaining the 
district highway upon districts 
through which the highway does 
not actually pass, but against 
which it may seem fair to charge 
a portion of the cost. After the es- 
tablishment of any main or dis- 
trict highway the minister is re- 
quired to make a demand upon the 
councils of areas through whith 
the highway in question passes, 
for payment of a proportion of the 
cost of construction of the road 
incurred prior to the date of such 
demand. The minister is given 
power to make rules and regula- 
tions for the control of traffic on 
any highway in the province. The 
act is to come into force on the 
first day of January, 1919, The 
apportionment of cost between the 
government and the municipal 
authorities is as follows: In the 
case of main highways the gov- 
ernment shall contribute 75 per 
cent. of the cost of sonstruction, 
and the local authorities 25 per 
cent., the government bearing the 
cost of maintenance. In the case 
of district highways the govern- 
ment shall pay 25 per cent. of the 
cost of construction and the local 
authorities 75 per cent., the cost 
of maintenance being paid by the 
local authorities. Local highways 
are to be constructed and main- 
tained at the expense of the local 
authorities, 


School Law Amendments. 


A bill to amend the school ordi- | 


nance, now before the legislature, 
contains several clauses of general 
interest. It is provided that the 
minister of education may author- 
ise a vote of the resident ratepay- 
ers to be taken in each of any two 
or more contiguous school dis- 
tricts for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing whether or not the majority 
of such ratepayers are in favor of 
the union of such _ districts 
into a consolidated school district. 
Should the vote be in the affirma- 
itive, the minister may by order 
unite the districts. 
| Another clause provides that 
the board of every town school 
district situated in whole or in 
part within the limits of any in- 
corporated city shall employ a 
doctor to inspect the pupils in the 
school at least once during each 
term. The board of every town 
district is also given power to pro-

vide free medical, dental and sur- 
gical treatment for such pupils or 
classes of pupils as it may deter- 
mine, 

In cases where further school 
accommodation or equipment is 
urgently required, notwithstand- 
ing that a majority of the ratepay- 
ers voting upon any referred bill 
may have voted against the same, 
the board of public utilities may 
authorise the trustees to borrow 
the sum mentioned in the defeated 
bylaw for the purposes indicat- 
ed, or a less suin. 

The question of non-resident pu- 
pils attending schools is dealt with. 
The board of any district may 
charge every pupil under grade 9 
a fee of 20 cents per day per pupil 
in attendance at the school, if the 
parent or lawful guardian is not 
a resident of the district, but the 
fees shall not exceed the sum of 
#12 per year. Where the district 
|maintains one or more rooms for 
| the instruction of pupils in grades 
above the eighth, a fee may be 
charged for pupils in grades nine 
‘to eleven, not exceeding 10 cents 


| per day per pupil, if the parent or) 


| guardian resides outside the dis- 
trict. : 
Edmonton taxpayers may be in- 


reads: ‘‘Any district maintaining 
‘a technical school or special 
‘<alasses in technical, commercial, 
“art or other higher training, 
‘‘may charge such fees from time 
|**to time, for either day or night 
‘‘classes, as shall be approved by 
‘the minister.” 

The clause establishing a mini- 
/mum salary for teachers in coun- 
try schools reads as follows: 
“Notwithstanding anything in 
‘‘any agreement to the contrary, 
‘every teacher in an ungraded 
|‘*school shall be entitled to re- 
‘ceive a minimum salary of $70 
‘‘ner month, or $840 per year, 
|‘‘provided, however, that upon an 
‘inspector of schools certifying 


|‘‘opinion it would be a hardship 
‘on the district to pay such sal- 
‘‘ary, the minister may authorise 
‘‘a less salary to be paid.’”’ 


A Chance for Civic Revenue. 
Hitherto the Province has col- 
lected a direct tax from theatre- 
;gocrs. This tax is now being 
broadened to include persons at- 
tending gatherings of all sorts 
whose object is entertainment, 
and the rates-are: being very-sub- 
| stantially increased. Considering 
|the throngs who attend entertain- 
ments it seems likely that the new 
tax in its broader application and 
| with the higher rates will bring in 
a very large amount of money. 
Why the proceeds of such a tax 
{should be diverted to the Provin- 


|the treasuries of the towns and 
cities, is not apparent. It is not a 
| general tax imposed upon all who 
jshare the benefits of Provincial 
expenditure, but a special and di 
}rect levy made upon residents of 
towns and cities. It is made in re- 
| spect of a business in connection 
| With which the Province has little 
|or no cost or responsibility, while 
the municipalities are compelled 
|to provide fire and police protec- 
tion for both the premises in which 
the entertainments take place and 
for the patrons, The city and town 
treasuries are generally empty, 
some cf the cities facing the ques- 
tion of whether they can carry on, 
while the revenues of the Province 
are so ample that the Provincial 
|treasurer forecasts a credit bal- 
| ance of a quarter of a million dol- 
lars at the close of the coming 
; year. . The situation suggests that 
the councils of the towns and cities 
} should un?+e in making urgent re- 
presentations to the Provincial au- 
thorities that the proceeds from 
the amusement tax be turned over 
to them. There is no solid reason 
why it should not be done, and 
they certainly need the money: 


Taxing Vacant. Lots. 


The city owes nothing to the 
|real estate speculator, and there 
is naturally antagonism on 
| part of the public to any proposal 
to lessen the amount of taxes lev- 
ied upon vacant city lots, Any re- 
duction of taxation on property of 
this kind would be justifiable only 
}on the ground that it was neces- 
sary. The situation has to be fac- 
ed that, whether we like it or not, 
necessity and not choice is now 
the governing consideration us to 
the amount of taxes to be levied 
upon vacant property. This class 
of property is not revenue-produc- 
jing, and there is no prospect of 
|such a turn of affairs in the early 
future as would make it revenue- 
|producing. The city, therefore, 
can only get by the taxation of 
vacant lots so much revenue as the 
owners of the property are able 
to pay and willing to pay. To im- 
pose heavier taxes can lead to only 
one result—the owners would re- 
fuse to pay and the city would 
have to take over the property, 
which would then become alto- 
| gether non-taxable, the whole civic 
|revenue having to be supplied 
from other sources. While the own-

Maximum in 1917 

The maximum of losses was reached 
in the second quarter of 1917 after 
the unrestricted submarine warfare 
which drew the United States into 
the struggle was launched. That 
guarter 2,236,934 gross tons of ships 
vent down, Since then the total has 
been reduced until in the fourth 
quarter of 1917 it was 1,272,843. In 
the meantime the shipbuilding output 
steadily curved upward, In the last 
Guarter of 1917 it was 982,023 tons, 
and at that time the enormously in- 
creased facilities of the United States 
had not begun to get into action, Al- 
though warning against undue optim- 
ism the admiralty statement says:
